of this enormous underwater vessel. This Nautilus comes with a removable skiff. Scott Brodeen 
has personally re-touched and highlighted the hull and redesigned a custom display stand that 
features squid arms reaching up at the ship. 


Scott is well known to Nautilus enthusiasts, not only for his comprehensive knowledge of 
this iconic submarine, but as a master model-maker as well. He has been involved in several 
officially licensed models of the Nautilus in his never-ending quest to produce the perfect 
replica. In addition to having access to the enormous volume of reference material on the 
Nautilus, Scott has valuable experience working on the restoration of the original 11-foot 
filming miniature.
